Imputation here is not God's Eternal 
Will to puniſh, and deal with Men according to the 
Law, but it is the Charge it ſelf of the Law. Now 
Sin was in the World (ſaith the Apoſtle) before the 
Law was given by Moſes, and therefore there was 
ſome Law by Virtue of which it was Imputed, viz. 
The Law and Covenant with Adam, for Sin is not 
Imputed where there is no Law. Where there is a Law 
then and Men are Tranſgreſſors of it, there is thelm- 
putation of Sin. Reprobation is not the Scripture No- 
tion of the Imputation of Sin. It is rather God's Will 
to leave Men to the Charge and Imputation of Sin by 
theLaw. Sin is no otherwiſe imputed than as it is a 
Tranſgreſſion of the Law. And God has conftitu- 
ted his Law to be the Inſtrument of that Imputation. 
I grant the direct Scope of the Apoſtle here is not 
to ſet out the Time when God begins to Impute Sin:

Hat all the Ele& of God were Juſtifyd in Feſws 

\ Chrif their Surety and Repreſentative; when He 
aroſe from the Dead, is a Doctrine that gives to Chriſt 
the Glory of finiſhing the Work He came into the 
World to do, ſecures the Honour' of Grace in its 
abſolute Freeneſs; and affords no ſmall Conſolation 
to Believers. This Truth is fo ſweetly and largely 
proved by Dr. Goodwin, (Christ ſet forth, §. 3. C, 45 


F.) that I need add nothing to what He has ſaid, hut 
refer the Reader thereto-. This :doubtleſs is true 


concerning the Saints both of the Old and New Te- 
ſtament. The Old Teſtament Saints were Juſtify'd 
before in their own Perſons, yet thro' the Virtue of 
that Sacrifice which was to be Offer d. And now

Mr. Baxter (Apher. Theſ. 9. p. 44-) reckons. it 
a mighty Difficulty to determine, What is the 
Immediate Effect of the Death of Chriſt. And 
the Truth is, I know no Immediate Effect of it 
according to his Scheme, unleſs it be Salvability, 
by the Abrogation of the Old Law, or laying it 
aſide, and the Purchaſe of a Nem Law , that 
Men may ſave themſelves by Keęping thereof. 


But the Matter from the Scripture is not ſo dif- 


ficult. Satisfaction, Reconciliation actually made, or 


the Purging of our Sins; an Everlaſting Righteauſneſs 


actually brought in and prepar'd for God's Ele& 3 
the Purchaſe of the choſen Generation; and laſtly, 
an Actual Purchaſe made, by the Actual Payment 
of the Price of all the Benefits which pertain to 
Salvation: Theſe Things are immediate Effects of 
Chriſt's Death in Point of Time.
